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ENfLAND ALWAYS OUR ENEMY

ol Pennsylvania, in an article In the 
rhiUuielphla I'ublic LedKtr this 
wpfk pn^scnts iin nb\v aituiiiHiil as 
lo tlu' londiiii ol America in the 
pr.stnt lOiiropean war and Aia- 
CU8HP8 the probable effect from both 
the standpoint of victory of the 
Allies and Oerman attecem. Mr. 
Ctoanypaoker's arfument and logic 
Is unanswerable and it is siKOiftcant 
that the pro-Kngllsh press have re- 
frained from publishing it or refer- 
ring to It in any inannev. In part 
he says: 

Americans who an- not hyphen- 
ated by beinj; «ithtM- Anglo-Amerl- 
i-ans or t'lrniian-Ainericans ought 
seriously to seek the correct solu- 
tion of two fundamental queries, 
and to dedds what result will for 
the future most benefit mankind, 
and what course of conduct will 
most benefit their own country. 

Should the Allies win It would 
mean that Kussia would come west 
In Europe. Kngland has already 
promised her the possession of Con- 
stantinople as a means of reaching 
the ^^edil<■^^ant■an. How iw that 
result Koinn to be tielpful either to 
Europe or to the world? Russia 
already occupies the half of Europe 
and the haift 9t Aala with more ter- 
ritory than ahe ean utilise and with 
more people than ihe can provide 
for properly or elTiUie. Does the 
possible substitution of the Slav and 
Cossack for the Oerman promiHe 
Improvement or retrogression .' In 
truth, looking at tlie matter broadly 
and with a view to tin- weliar.' of 
humanity in the iiianaK'-nient of 
mundane atfalrs. there oUKht to be 
a union of all branthes of the 
Teutonic race. Germany, Holland, 
Knpland, the United QtStes, Sweden, 

a-fld- ij onm ir l a y <>» * d " 
vancement of tlie Intsrestt they have 
in common and tor the protection 
against the Inroads, first of the Slav, 
and then of the Mongol. The Bug- 
lisb are only a tribe of Germans, 
who In the sixth century found their 
way across the North Sea to their 
Island home. Their supreme ain in 
this war has iieen that they have 
proven taitlihss to their race and 
have cohabited with the heathen 
and the stranRer in order to gain 
lielp in a household quarrel. 

Spencei and Darwin long ago 
pointed out that the struggle for ex- 
istence is most fierce between those 
spedes which are closely allied In 
blood. Britain Is hostile to uh he- 
cause she knows that we both want 
the same things. She sliowed that 
hostilitv wtieu slie burned our Capi- 
tol, when she sent out the Alabama 
and Florida to prey on our OOm- 
nierce, when she with Russia drove 
fihuster out of Persia, and when 
she prevailed with Mr. Wilson and 
BUhu Hoot to surrender our aov- 
eratgnty over the Panama canal. In 
this war by maintaining a real neu- 
trality and indicating a proper 
sympathy with a sturdy and capable 
people, strutiklinj; tor existence 
against seeiuinfily overwhelminR 
numbers of itrltisli. French. .Serb- 
ians. Belgians, Italians, Russians, 
Algerians, Japanese and Hindoos, 
we might have made a friend 
among the nations. It would seem 
that the very meanness of glvtng 
support to such a combination 
would have been resented by Ameri- 
can manhood. Instead it may as 
well be recognized that we imxe 
so managed as to retain the old 
rivalries of Great Britain, and to 
make another enemy of Germany. 
Professing to fear the Oerman mili- 
tary spirit, we have done all that 
It has been possible to do to bring 
her wrath upon our heads. We 
have been boisterous in our con- 
demnation of Oermany. We ha^e 
hidden out of sight and condoned 
the far more grievous offenses of 
Great Britain. In all of onr his- 
tory Germany has never rrcjssed our 
path. We have never made a step 
forward that the British have not 
endeavored to thwart. l.iet no man 
fail to observe that in those matters 
affecting ourselves where we have 
given blame to Germany in this war 
her efforts were being directed 
against her enemies and the injury 
to us was Incidental, but that on 
the other hand the injuries Inflicted 
by the British have been directed 
against us. The British have closed 
the North Sea to oui- commerce. 
They have used our flag to cove 
their belligerent efforts SBd thus 
given an appearance of Juattflcatlon 
for assaults upon boats sailing un- 
der our colors. They have block- 
aded our ports, seised our vessels 
and conflseated the cargoes. Oen. 
Grant Informed Vranoe that we 
would regard the hovering of 
belligerent men-of-war around our 
ports as au "unfriendly act." but 
we have forgotten American tradi- 
tions and have become like the 
liuack doctor in the old French play, 
who said, "the heart used to be on 
the left side, but all that we have 
changed." They and their Allies 
have dared to overhaul onr boats 
in the high seas and carry away 
men found on them. We fought the 
war of 1812 to prevent such aggies- 
ston, and some of us well remenibei 
the attitude of the British when 



Wilkes seiaed the rebel emls^grtsg, 
iMason and Slidell, on a British 
boat, transporting them on their er- 
rand df destruction to American 
nationality. Confronted with such 
facts we have ahown the teeth of a 
tiger toward Oermany In her time 
of stress, and cooed our objections 
to the British with our blandest 
notes. We have supplied the British 
with the means of conducting their 
warfare. We have been Hilly enough 
to lend them the money to pay for 
the niunitlona they boy from us. 
Our preas In conaectlOB with such 
events as the sinking of the Lusl- 
tanla, and the execution of the 
treacherous nurse, has not hesitated 
to use the ugly word "murder" in 
senseless fashion. Mr. Wilson noti- 
fied the Americans who liad been 
invited to Mexico and had there In- 
vested their substance and taken 
their families to leave the country. 
He had no word for those Ameri- 
cans who heedlessly went on board 
the Lutfltanla, and being on the ves- 
sel of a belligerent, loaded with 
munitions of war, lost their lives. 
It would have been a warning given 
before and not after the event, and 
niiglil have saved them from the 
results of their indlscietlon, but 
lie failed in his duty. 

If the British win this war they 
will tighten their hold on the seas, 
where they even now threaten New 
York and our whole coast. The 
Cossack wlU be in Constantinople 
and perhaps In Berlin, and the Jap- 
anese, their ally, who they have 
agreed must be satisfied before 
peace is made, will he crossing the 
Pacific. What jrood will all this do 
to .\llieriia, e\en thoufih Schwab, 
du Pont and .Moreaii aro more 
wealthy? 

If tiie Germans win, then in all 
probability Canada, with the Great 
Lakes, the St. Lawrence • river and 
the Manitoba wheat fields, which 
the British wrenched from us In the 
Democratic days of Polk, will enter 
the union of the States. Canada 
will be unable to protect herself In 
any other way and can do no ottiei- 
wlse. What ('harles Carroll tried 
to accomplisli durinj; the Revolution 
and would have succeeded In doing 
had It not been for the Canadian 
dislike of the Puritans of New Bng- 
land win have been realised and the 
hope of Washington and the pa- 
triots who founded the Government 
lie fulfilled. When that time comes, 
and It may come, the United Stales 
of America will occupy a continent 
and its representative institutions 
dominate tlie destinies of mankind. 
Its system of government with this 
demonstration of the inefficiency of 
royalty which has become an an- 
rhronism, will soon be adopted by 
Great Britain. And we Shall owe 
our dlsenthrallmeot upon the seas 
and our relief from a danger Whieh 
has often threatened us in the 
North, not to our own foresight and 
endeavors, hut to those of Germany.

"It 
Is certain," he says, "that the pres- 
ent constitution ol States offers to 
all wtllioul distinction the power of 
Inllr.encink' public opinion, and 
Catholics, while n i nunlzing the ob- 
ligations Impo-' l ' : the law of Ood 
and the precepts oi the church, may 
with safe conscience enjoy this lib- 
erty and prove themselves capable 
as much as and even more than 
others of co-operating In the ma- 
terial and civil well-being of the 
people, thus acquiring that author- 
ity and respect which may make It 
possible for them to defend and 
promote a bitilier >;ood. namely that 
of the soul." 

A very interesting effort along 
this line of action has been recently 
launched In the city of Toronto by 
the Catholics of that municipality. 
"The Catholic Municipal Aaaoeiatlon 
of Toronto" haa been formed. Its 
objects, as set forth In Its eenstitu- 
tlon, are "to promote and encourage 
the study of civic admlnlstiation in 
the system of government and In 
the adminisi ration of civic affairs;

the citizens."

Properly 
condiKted, on the sound basis of 
true Catliolli principles, it should 
be productive of gieal wood lor that 
municipality. Partisan politics must 
of course be scrupulously avoided.
